Between eleven aud fifteen 
oafts were destroyed, being 
crushed into kindling wood. 
The cars wrecked were loaded 
lumber, cement, coal, pigiron 
and one car of merchandise, the 
contents of which was not great- 
ly injured. 

All the cars fell directly in the 
right-of-way, and the long delay 
in repair work was caused by the 
removal of the debris, which was 
necessary before the work on the 
timbers could be begun. Iu 
some cases the can, wore piled 
three deep, aud in other instan- 
ces p:;rt s and pieces of the wreck- 
age were thrown a distance of 
more than a hundred feet.

Sam Jones, the Noted Evangel- 
ist, Dies While Enroute 
Home. 

HEART FAILURE GIVEN AS CAUSE. 

Rev. Sam P. Jones, the well 
known evangelist of Cartersville, 
Gu-, died suddenly Oct. 15 of 
heart failure on a sleeping car 
on a train on the Pock Island 
railroad, near Perry, Ark., en 
route home from Oklahoma City, 
0. T., where he had been con- 
ducting a most successful re- 
vival. He desired to attend a 
family reunion Tuesday it being 
the fifty-ninth anniversary of his 
birth. ' Mrs. Jones and his 
daughters, Mrs. Annie PyrOn 
and Miss Julia Jones, were with 
him when he passed away. 

Mr Jones arose from his berth 
in the sleeper about five o'clock 
in the morning and complained 
of sickness in his stomach. He 
drank a glass ot hot water and 
immed'atelv collaosed. The 
body was embalmed and shipped 
to Cartersville Monday afternoon 
where the interment was held. 

Sam Jones was the most suc- 
cessful evangelist in the United 
States He had a peculiar way 
of his own in expressing himself 
in plain and forceful language 
and reached hundreds of people 
not susceptible toother influence. 
He was a man of good address 
and attractive. 

The special train bearing the 
remains of the Rev. Sam P. 
Jones arrived at Cartersville at 
2 o'clock Tuesday and was met 
by the City Council in a body,, 
and about I?, 000 persons. All 
business was suspended, and 
public schools and city offices 
were closed while the remains 
were being borne to the Jones' 
residence. 

Funeral services will be held 
today at 2 o'clock in the Sam 
Jones' Tabernacle. 

The remains will be taken to 
Atlanta Friday morning, and 
will lie in state in the Capitol 
all of that day. The body will 
then be brought back to Carters- 
ville for interment.

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PRODUCTION Of COAL 

In 1905 SurpusKi all P«vioui Re 
cords in the United St»te*. 

Both in quantity and value, the 
production of coal in 1905 surpassed 
all previous records In the history 
of the 1'nlted States. The output ac- 
cording to a fortlicotniti!,' report of 
Mr Edward W. Parker, statistical) 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, amounted to 392,910,341 short 
tons, which had a value at the 
mines o f $470,750,063. Compared 
with 1904, when the production 
amounted to 361. 816,390 short tons, 
valued at *444,371,021. the output in 
1005 exhibits an increase of 41,102,- 
943 short tons, or 11.7 per cent in 
quantity, and of »32.385,942 or 7.3 per 
cent in value. Trior to 1905 the 
maximum output of coal was ob- 
tained in 1903, when the production 
amounted to 367,360.416 short tons, 
valued at »603,924.381. compared 
with winch the record for 1900 shows 
an increase iu production of 36.662,- 
926 short tons, and of $20,967,418. 
The hitch value recorded in the 
statistics for 1903 was due to the 
somewhat abnormal inflation of 
prices, caused by the shortage of 
fuel supplies, which resulted from 
the strike in the anthracite region 
of Pennsylvania in the preceding 
year. The lower values in 1904 as 
compared with 1903 were simply a 
return to normal conditions, but the 
decline in 1906 was the result of a 
production in excess of market re- 
quirements, unusually large as they 
were. 

Of the total production in 1906, 69,- 
339,162 long tons (equivalent to 77,- 
669,860 short tons) were Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite, with a value at 

the mines of $141,879,000. The total 
production of bituminous coal and 
lignite was 315,269,491 short tons, 
valued at $334,877,963. The pro- 
duction of anthracite coal in Penn- 
sylvania in 1906 was 4,020.662 long 
tons (or 4,603,151 short tons) more 
than that ef 1604, while the increase 
In the production of bituminous coal 
and llitnlte was 36,699,882 short tons. 
A portion of these increases la both 
anthracite and bitumiuous produc- 
tion was due to the efforts of opera- 
ting companies to provide a supply 
of fuel iu anticipation of a suspen- 
sion of raining in April, 1900, wbeh 
the wage scale agreements in the 
organized coal producing States and 
the award of the Strike Commission 
in the anthracite region of Pennsyl- 
vania would terminate. 

It is a fact worthy of note that the 
total increase iu the prod action of 
coal in the United States in 1906 
over 1904 was larger than the pro- 

Britiau, Germany and AustriaHun- 
gary, and was almost equal to the 
production of Austria Hungary The 
total production of this country last 
year was neariy 60 per cent larger 
than that ot Great Britain, which 
until 1899 was the leading coal-pro- 
ducing country of the world, and 
was more than double that ot 

presented in the statistics of the 
production of coal in the Uuited 
States is that in each decade tba 
output has been practically doubled. 

The larger part of the increased 
production iu 1905 was due to the 
great activity in the iron mdustry, 
as is shown by the fact that the 
amotint of coal made iuto coke in- 
creased from 31,278,637 short tons to 
42.412,328 short toMB, and that the 
larger increases were in the States 
that produce cokiug coal and those 
which furnish fuel to the iron 
furnaces.

"Hello. Central!" was first heard 
in 1878. Today the exchanges are 
numbered by the thousand, the tele- 
phone, by tbe millions. Various in- 
dustries, unknown thirty years ago, 
but now sources of employment to 
many thousand-* of workers, de- 
pend entirely upon the telephone 
for support. Numerous factories 
making lead ideating, dynamos, 
motors, generators, batteries, office 
equipments, tableB and many other 
appliances, would have to close 
down and thus throw their opera- 
tives into idleness aud misery if the 
telephone bell should cease to ring. 
The Bell Company employ over 87,- 
000 persons, and it may be added, 
pay them well. Many of these em- 
ployes have families to maintain; 
others support their parents or aid 
younger brothers and sisters. It is 
safe to say that 200,000 people look 
to the telephone for their daily 
bread. These figures may be sup- 
plemented by the number of tele- 
phones in use (6,698,000) by the num- 
ber of miles of wire (6,043,000) in the 
Bell lines, and by the number of 
conversations (2,479,600,000) elec- 
trically conveyed in 1906. The net- 
work of wire connects more than 
33,000 cities, towns, villages and 
hamlets. Such tremendous growth 
as these ttatistics show would not 
only imply a steadily increased ap- 
preciation of the telephone, but 
would also suggest improved instru- 
ments, more skillful operators and 
better service. There would be no 
flattery In such suggestion. Elec- 
trical science has undergone radical 
reformation since 1878. Telephony 
has raised the ultilization of electri- 
city to the height of a profession.

HISTORIC STRUCTURE AT CO 
LOGNE, GERMANY IN DANGER. 



Greatest Piece of Gothic Aro+iltecture 
In the World I* Crumbling to 
Piece* — Effort* Being Direct- 
ed Toward Restoring It. 

Cologne. — Cologne cathedral, the 
glory of the famous Rhenish city. Is 
In a really dangerous state., Recent- 



architects made an exhaustive ex- 
amination and discovered that the 
masonry of both the chief entrance 
and the south entrance is loose and 
Ims crumbled to such an extent that 
the two portals were In danger of 
falling. Should this have occurred 
the damage might have been enor 
moiis. The facadea have been shored 
up and the work of restoration will be 
at once begun. Rain Is believed to 
have hastened the crumbling, hut the 
architects blame the German Roman- 
esque builders of the Thirteenth ceii 
tury, for the columns are found not 
to be solid pillars, but pilasters or 
piers. Of these at least 400 MocV; 
are found to be loose. 

Cologne cathedral Is almost as well 
known In the I'nlted States as ir. 
Europe. It took over 600 years tr. 
complete, largely because of the neg 
i>-ct and apathy of the church author' 
tics In the three centuries preceding 
the nineteenth. The cathedral Is ac 
knowledged to be the finest piece of 
Gothic architecture in the world 
There have been modern critics, who 
while conceding Its beauty and term 
lng It s noble and impressive example 
.till declare It disappoints because tho 
compass had been too much for thr 
creative genius. The cathedral stands 
on the site of a previous structure 
built in 814. but burnej down in tb> 
twelfth century. |» 1248 the present

finished in 1322, the nave in 1390 au ! 
the south tower in 1447. Then came 
Centuries of neglect, in 1796 the 
French army usel the cathedral to 
store hay In and also stripped the 
leaden roofs In order to make bullets. 

In 1823 an attempt was made to 
renovate and complete the structure, 
but little work was done until 1842. 
when the work was seriously taken 
In bend. The final touches were giv- 
en in 18S0 and on October 15 of that 
year the completion was celebrated 
by a service at which the kaiser. 
William I, was present. The building 
has cost over $10,000,000. The cathe- 
dral is 440 feet Iflog and the famous 
spires, the highest in the world, are 
528 feet. The centiul portal Is 93 feet 
high and 3t feet wide and the south 
portal 38 feet hiRh and 18 feet wlds. 
Tries* are the two portions at present 
In Imminent danger. In shape the ca- 
thedral Is u cruciform basilica. There 
are two choirs, the eastern dedicated 
to St. Peter, the western to St. Mary. 
Surrounding the choirs are eight 
chapels. A feature of great beauty la 
in external gallery around the apae. 

The reputed bone3 V of the legendary 
hree kings of the east are. preserved 
n a golden shrine In one of the chap 
els, which are used as the cathedral's 
treasure vaMlts The chapels also con- 
tain the tombs of several of the arch- 
bishops. 

The narrow, crooked streets, con. 
talnlng houses of the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries, have been oblit- 
erated from the neighborhood of the 
cathedral, which now stands, reveal- 
ing all Us beauty, in the center of a 
open space, 
ime year or two ago it was hit 
jusly stated In tho German press 
Mr. J. Plerpont Morgan was m> 
tting for the purchase of Cologne 
edral, desiring to remove It bod 
;o the United States to take the 
place of the Anglican cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, now slowly build- 
ing In New York city.
